How to Breathe Properly.

FIRING A REVOLVER. 


| To Attain Rapidity and Accuracy Do Not 
Aim Along the Sights. 
Capt. J. Forman, Thirteenth infantry, 
'saysinthe St. Louis Globe-Democrat: 
“It is a peculiar fact that very few men, 
even accomplished shots, know how a 
revolver ought to be handled. Nearly 
all of them are taught to aim a revolver 
as ifit were a rifle; that is, by bring- 
ing the object aimed at and the fore 
and hind sights into line. This is all 
well enough for shooting-gallery prac- 
| tice, but should never be followed in 
the field. In training troops to use the 
| revolver they are taught, in aiming, 
| never to look at the weapon at all, but 
| to keep their eyes on the object to be 
struck. In quick firing, and especially 
in shooting from horseback, much bet- 
ter results are obtainable in this way. 
A man throwinga stone does not look 
at his hand; neither does a billiard 
| player sight along his cue. The same 
rules apply to the use of short weapons. 
I have seen men trained to shoot excel- 
lently at a mark when they could not 
see their pistol sights at all. Pieces of 
pasteboard were fastened just in front 
of the cylinders, which effectually pre- 
vented the men from using their fore- 
_ sights, and greatly increased the rapid- 
ity, as well as the accuracy, of their 
fire. Nearly anyone can -sight a pistol 
correctly, the imaccuracy of the aim 
being due to trembling of the hands 
before the trigger is pressed. By hid- 
ing the sight the temptation to hold too 
long is removed, and the first aim, gen- 
erally the most accurate, is preserved.”

THE COINAGE OF GOLD AND SILVER. 
| whe Question Ably Handled by a 
—- @entlieman Who Has Given It 
Much Thought. 


(Continued from yesterday.) 


If the facts were admissible they 
| would show that certain moneyed 1n- 
‘fluences took advantage of the pro- 
posed absorption of $54,000,000 per 
annum of silver bullion by the federal 
| government to reap the benefits de- 
rivable from the hoped-for advance in 
the value of silver through govern- 
ment absorption. The available stock 
of domestic silver not being sufficient, 
foreign silver was imported and do- 
mestic gold exchanged for it. The 
assertions of the advocates of a single 
standard that silver coined at its pres- 
ent value of “‘sixteen to one” of gold 
will drive from the country the latter, 
is answered by this fact: While the 
| balance of trade is in our favor, that 
| balance must be settled by gold and 
| silver, and at the bullion value of 
| each in the creditor’s country. If the 
| balance of trade be against us, it must 
be settled in the same manner. Our 
| gold is not going abroad unless there 
‘is an equivolent given in exchange for 
_it. Moreover, while foreign capital 


. | is seeking investment in this country, 
‘pot through mere sentiment, but be- 


cause of greater returns for its use, 
American gold will not be liable to 
seek a foreign market while the home 
‘market is more remunerative. The 
home demand for silver will absorb 
all that the American mines can sup- 
ply if the producers can have it coined 
Into lawful money by paying the cost 
of refining and coining lt. 

With some exceptions, the oppo- 
‘nents of silver coinage are in favor of 
“protection of American industries.’’ 
'In other words, lead, iron and. coal 
should be protected against similar 
| products from foreign countries, but 

not one of these advocates has been 
found who would put silver mining 
| among the list of protected industries. 
No one yet bas risen in his place in 
| the national halls of legislation and 
| demanded ‘‘home protection” for the 
| benefit of the miners engaged in silver 
mining. Nevertheless, when the 


value of the bullion extracted from’ 


the ore is compared with the value of 
the product of the ‘‘protected’’ mining 
industries, it will be found to be of 
sufficient importance to command 
more consideration than it has hitherto 
received. It may be remarked here 
that unlimited coinage of the bullion 
oc gga of our silver mines into law- 
ul money will give an impetus to 
both gold and silver mining which 


‘cannot but resuit in greater activity 


in all industrial and commercial en- 
| terprises. > 
While the silvér output will be in- 
creased, the gold output will also be 
increased. The Comstock lode of Ne- 
vada carries four-tenths gold and six- 
tenths silver. The legal right to have 
this bullion coined on payment of the 
cost would result in making many 
dividend paying properties, which are 
now assessment paying properties. 
Notwithstanding, these | properties 
which show a deficit are of great value 
tc the nation, for all the bullion ex- 
tracted is solid wealth, and lubricates 
the wheels of commerce every where. 
The farmer, the manufacturer of 
machinery and ali the materials used 
_in mining are paid for, and every one 
furnishing anvthing required in ex- 
| portation and development receives a 
benefit. 

Unlimited coinage of the silver out- 
put of our mines means employment 
to a large number of the workers in 
the- world, a large consumption of 
agricultural and manufacturers pro- 
ducts; the construction of permanent 
improvements in the States and Ter- 
ritories directly interested, as. well as 
the States furnishing the means ior 
the development of the industry. It 
will increase the output of all the 
bullion mining industries, and more 
than one-half of this will be paid to 
labor in the vicinity of the mines. 

The opponents of the use of silver 
as lawful money alarm the people by 
the cry, that if we adopt its use in 
that capacity our country-will be made 
the dumping ground for the silver 
produced in other countries. This 
alarm may be dispelled by this fact: 
No commercial nation is going ‘to 
dump any valuable commodity, 
whether of gold, silver, lead, copper 
or iron or steel, on any other country 
unless it be done in exchange for 
something that one nation wants to 
buy and the other wants to sell. An 
English sovereign is exchanged for 
wheat, as so many grains of gold of a 
certain fineness, measured by its value 
'as bullion. When the value is de- 
| termined it goes to the mint and is 
'made into American coin without 
charge for minting. The cost, what- 
| ever it may be, is a charge upon the 

public treasury. This charge for re- 

coining should be paid by the deposi- 
tor. Gold bullion (and all gold is 
bullion, except it bears the stamp 
of the American mints upon it) should 
| be coined in unlimited quantities on 
payment of seigiorage covering cost, 
_and the money thus coined should he 
'a legal tender for all balances and 
'dues, public or private, So, also, 
should the product of all American 
| silver mines be placed on the same 
plane. But neither the producers of 
either gold or silver bullion should be 
| exempt from paying the cost of mak- 
| ing lawful money out of his bullion. 
|The maintenance of free refining and 
| minting establishments by the Gov- 
/ernmment is no more desirable than 
| maintaining free mills for manufac- 
| turing flour. 


' It is believed that the foregoing 
‘touches on most ofthe phases that 
have been presented by the opponents 
_of the use of silver as money, and it 
has volunteered some suggestions 
which would avert any danger of a 
surplus of silver money, if such a re- 
sult be possible. If the circulation of 
silver coin east of the silver producing 
States and Territories were to me 
as general as its circuiation is in the 
latter, unlimited coinage for all the 
silver would not overstock the market. 

In the opinion of many able finan- 
| ciers the unlimited coinage of silver 
will make the silver and gold dollar of 
equal value. If it does, it will besure 
to enliven and put into action many of 
the great industrial forces of the coun- 
try which, for want of capital are ly- 
ing dormant. It will not, however, 
make it possible for any one to obtain 
a dollar without exchanging for it an 
equivalent in something in equal 
value. The industria] enterprises it 
will cause to spring into life however, 
will enable the man who is the owner 
of willing hands to exchange their use 
for that waich will purchase the farm- 
ers’ tuffs, the rs’ provis- 
ions, the shoemaker and tailors’ hand- 
iwork, the books for the instruction of 
the children, and comfoct for all de-

Antone Boegle. It seems he had been 
employed at the candy store of Otto 
Hartung, and had been discharged. 
He brooded over the matter and ended 
the trouble by taking a dose of strych- 
nine, and died under the trestle works 
of the Union Con. mine, within the 


sight of Mrs. Hartung and a gentle- 
man who were following him to pre- 
vent his threat to take his life. The 
Hartungs are well known in Reno, 
| where they conducted the Palace Bak- 
| ery for a number of years. 

The Chronicle of last evening gives 
the verdict of the coroner’s inquest as 
follows: After hearing the evidence 
the jury rendered the following ver- 
dict: We, the undersigned jurors, 
summoned to appear before W. 8. 
Cooke, Coroner of the County of 
Storey, at Virginia City, Nev., on the 
8th day of June, 1891, to inquire into 
the cause of the death of Fred Boegle, 
having been first duly sworn according 
to law, and having made such inqui- 
sition after inspecting the body and 
hearing the testimony adduced, each 
and all of us do say that the deceased 
was named Fred Boegle, a native of St. 
Louis, Mo., and was aged 18 years, 
and that he came to his death in this 
county on the 7th day of June, 1891, 
by toning strychnine administered by 
his own hands. ) 

The Chronicle gives the following 
sequel: ““O, Hartung, who was the 
prime cause through his insults, of 
young Boegle’s death, disposed of his 
business between daylight and dark 
this morning and was driven by team 
to Verdi, where he took the train for 
California in the early morning light. 
It may be he dreaded the vengeance 
of an injured parent for the murder of 
an innocent son—perhaps his con- 
science pricked him. Be that as it 
may, it is for the public to decide.”’ 

Mr. Hartung is in Reno and asks 
that the public suspend judgment 
until they know the facts that led up 
to the unfortunate affair.
